He urged the advisability 
of establishing a commerce tribunal; but was 
forced to admit its scope would be limited. 
Closely questioned by Congressman Stev- 
ens of Minnesota, Mr. Butler said that re- 
cent Supreme court decisions seemed to give 
the interstate commerce commission com- 
plete authority over rates and regulations 
He interpreted those rulings, among them 
being a decision in the I!linois. Centfal coai 
car case, to mean that the power of the pro- 
posed commerce court would be confined to 
— of jurisdiction and constitutional 
+. 

Consequently, he was forced to acres with 
Mr. Stevens that such a court would have no 
authority to pass upon the reasonableness 
of rates or regulations. 


Tells Senate Committee Also. 


Mr. Butler made a similar admission in the 
senate committee On finance, and was closely 
examined by Senators Elkins, Aldrich, Cum- 
mins, Newlands, and Foster. These gave 
evidence of questioning the advisability of 
establishing a commerce court, if its juris- 
diction must bé so limited. 

One of them stated yesterday that such 
questions ag could be taken to the commeren 
court, under this view, would be decided upon 
briefs alone. That being. so, it would be easy, 
the senator stated, to argue cases béfore the 
Circuit courts already constituted, afid thus 
avoid the expensive machinery of the new 
court. 

Congressman Stevens,. an © ¢xperieiiced 
member of the house committee on com- 
merce, frankly stated to THs TRIBUNE to- 
day that he was opposed to a ¢éthmerce 
eourt. ' 

The administration is ready to make one 
slight concession to views such a¥.are ex- 
pressed by Mr. Stevens. It proposes tc 
amend the commerce court clause.of the ad- 
ministration bill by providing that no mem- 
ber of the ¢ourt shall have more than five 
years of continuous service. 


Wickersham’s View Different,

$200,000 a Year by Fishing. 


For several: hours I was shown one, method 
after anothér of taking fish. It seems that 
until recently the state rented these bayous and 
big channels to a private individual for $80,000 
a year, but since the state has fished on its 
own hook it has made a net profit of more 
than $200,000, It employs a certain number of 
men, who are furnished nets, food, and little 
tracts of land which they may cultivate during 
tue summer, and pays them a certain percent- 
age of the profit on every ' 200 pounds of fish 
caught. 

The law decides upon the minimum size of 
the different species of fish which may be taken 
from the river; it also fences, off certain por- 
tions of the bayous each year that fish may 
propagate without molestatio It also en- 
courages the slaughter of pelicans and other 
fisheating birds which -abound in the marshes. 
Surplus fish are pickled in large casks and are 

med in quantities by the peasants during 
the harvest season. There is alsdo a large ex- 
port of salt fish. The whole fishery seéms to

Lady Leyland’s mother-in-law, Mre. Tom Leyland, 
noted for her fondness for, litigation, died some eight 
years ago, and the Mrs. Frederick Leyland who has 
just passed. away at the age of nearly 80 was the 
widow of Frederick Leyland, the one. tinie friend and 
munificent patron of James MacNeill Whistler. 

Fred Leyland,’ who owed his fortune to the Leyland 
line of steamships, had one which obsessed him 
——the wish to Hve the life of a merchant prince of old 
time Venice in modern London. His house in Princess 
Gate was a perfect storehouse of artistic treasures, 
and it was there that: Whistler produced his famous 
peacock room, the decorations of which are, now, I be- 
lieve, in this country. Leyland was broyght into con- 
tact with Whistler, through -purchasing a picture by 
the lattemfor a. Japanese girl entitled “Princesse du 
Pays de la Porcelaine,”’ which he hung ¢@ver the fire- 
place in his dining room, the walls. of which were cov- 
ered with valuable old Spanish leather. 

Whistler, having been invited by Leyland to see the 
picture in its new surroundings, complained that the 
red flowers on the leather spolled ‘the effect of the 
painting. Leyland thereupon commissioned Whistler to 
decorate the room as he plealed so as to be in keeping 
with the painting Whistler went, to work, the splen- 
did old leather wall cévering waa oent ruthlessly by the 
| board, and then, on @ ground of gold, the artist began 
to cover walls and ceiling with Japanese compositions, 
‘the chief motive of which weéeré pesoocks and their 
feathers.

The right to bestow orders of knighthood and deco- 
rations is restricted to reigning sovereigns, who are 
Officially described aa the fountain .of all honors, many 
of whom, however, aré forced to secure the approval 
of the cabinet in office ‘before they can confer a dis- 
tinction of this kind. The prerogative also is enjoyed 
by the French government, in the ‘person of the presi- 
dent of the republic; by the pope, who has retained 
‘this sovereign prerogative; and by the Sovereign Order 
of Malta, which still retains a number of other sov- 
ereign prerogatives from the times when it exercised 
rule over the island of Malta and policed the Medi- 
terranean with its War galleys. The order still maintains 
fullfiedged “ministers plenipotentiary at the courts of 
Austria, Munich, and the vatican, where they rank as 
part and parcel of the foreign diplomatic corps. 

Pretenders and deposed rulers sometimes bestow dec- 
orations. But they have no official value and cannot 
be worn at any foreign court. Indeed, the Italan am- 
bassador at Madrid on one occasion lodged a protest 
with the Spanish government against the action of 
King Alfonso’s brother-in-law, the Infant Charlies, ap- 
pearing at a state ball wearing 4 former Neapolitan 
order of knighthood, bestowed upon him by his father, | 
the count of Caserta, claimant to the throne of Naples. 

Formerly many of the petty sovereign houses of 
Germany enjoyed the right of conferring orders of 
knighthood. Of all those petty sovereignties,.which 
were swept out of tence by the first Napoleon and

“A lawsuit to recover misappropriated 
money. is pending, and it seems manifestly 
improper to discuss it in the newspapers, but 
the directors of the Western Indiana railroad 
do not wish to lay themselves open to any 
charge of persecuting innocent persons. 


Court a Thorough Inquiry. 

* All the facts known to the directors have 
beef furnished to the state’s attorney and 
he. has been, and will be, given every oppor- 
tunity to Investigate the affairs of the rail- 
road. The state's attorney represents the 
authority of the people, and upon him rests 
the duty of determining whether the evidence 
submitted to him warrants Investigation: by 
the grand jury. 

“The recent stories of a‘ slush fund’ in 
the newspapers do not em@nate from the 
complainant [t. e., the rallroad company] or 
persons in its confidence. They are not true, 
and do not in any way pallHate the offenses 
charged in the bill of complaint, Such stories, 
however intended, only befog the questions 
at issue,. Furthermore, a statement the 
effect that money misappropriated was used 
for a ‘slush fund,’ or in any other improper 
way, obviously is no defense, and the direc- 
tors court an investigation of any charge ot 
this kind by a responsible person.
